BONUS UP ON TEUSDAY 



In one outlytng theater there was 
a panic. Thousands of people over 
the city thoutrtii the explosion was an 
earthquake. Ttte damage is not ac- 
ieanitidy eattmated, but will ran Mto 
the hundreds of thousands. 

People Flee From Theater. 

Tor half an hour the senreli was 
fruitless. Calls to the Argo police 
brought the first news of the real loca- 
'tion of tte Uaat Aad in Argo tiie an- 
'dleoice In the Grand theater, with 
plaster and broken bits of glass fall- 
ing all around them, ran madly for the 
exits. One woman fainted. Only hero- 
ic efforts on the part of the tiMater 
staff saved many fkmn Injury. 

Alongside the stone quarry are the 
tracks of the Santa Fe railway. Parts 
of a freight train on the line were 
ottered bj a baU of alMe. And the 
"WaMenorr." a evaek train of the 
Santa Fe road, passed within 150 of 
the powder house ten minutes before 
It Mew np. 

Labor TreaMe Rapoited. 
The quarry where the eg p l e M o a oc- 
curred Is located .1nst a few yards fh»m 
jttie McCook depot of the Santa Fe. 
It was purchased by the Consumers 
from the Dnited States gov- 
It has heen In flparation 
about 14 years. It was about two 
years ago that the Consumers entered 
the stone business and this waa OM ef 
the properttos it absorbed. 

Beoeatly, it Is aaM. there has heea 
labor trouble at the plant. OflBcIals, 
however, would not give this as the 
cause of the explosion. 

F. H. Plerson, treasurer of the Gon- 
aonerB company, aaM he hCtteved the 
magazine to have contained not more 
tlijin l.r)O0 ponnds of sawdust soaked 
in nitro^riyi i rin. One workman at the 
plant said there were ten tons there. 
^^ertcHMHi^ Amu Brelcena 
At the time of the explosion four 
•workmen were within half ii mile of 
the magaizne. One of these. Alfred 
Kendall, a crane operator, who was In 
the quarry itself, SO feet helow the 
surface, received a hroken nmi. The 
others, Walter Clark, fireman, and Jo- 
seph Monti and Frank Wliitey of Argo, 
night watchmen, w&ce uninjured. 

Two train crews who ordtamrlly are 
stationed near the magazine were 
three-quarters of a mile away, at the 
stone rnishing plant. So, too. was 
nl^^t foreman Eklward Don'd and a 
crew of 12 men. None of these was 
Injured; strangely, the windows In the 
jilant were not hroken, though windows 
in shops, banks and 
•were shattered.

Panicky scenes were enacted In the 
twin villages of Argo and Summit fol- 
lowiii;: itie expliislon. wlilcli shattered 
windows, spilled ohlnaware and 
glasses, tipped over stoves, and emp- 
tied the riidves of stores. Houses and 
other buildings were rocked like cra- 
dles.

lacomc Tax Facts. 

To avoid penalty, income tax 
returns miist be in the hands of 
collectors of internal revenue on 
or before midoight, March 15, 

1922. 

Every taxable return must be 
accompanied by a payment of at 
least one-fourth of the total tax 
due. Extensions of time for 
filing returns are allowed only in 
exceptional cases, iUnees, ab- 
sence, etc AppiieatiHW for ex- 
tensions nndor tiieoe ehceum- 
staness should bo addreaoed to 
the eolleetor of faitemal revenue 
for the district in which the tax- 
payer lives. No extension be- 
yond thirty days can be granted 
by a collector. Requests for 
further extensions must be ad- 
dressed to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, Washington, 
D. C. 

For failure to make a return 
on time the penalty is a fine of 
not more than $1,000, plus per 
cent, of the tax dueS 



Frankfort, Ky..— The Thomp- 
son tax bill passed the Senate 
late yesterday by a vote of 
21 to 16. The measure passed 
the House two weeks ago. It 
now goes to the Governor. 

Peyton Clark. Louisville tax 
expert appealed for retension of 
the present system of taxation, 
and denied diargos made by 
Speaker James Thompson, au- 
thor of the bill, that the taxbws 
now in force are a "conglomera- 
tion of the laws of other States." 
He said that the Thompson bill 
would not aid the farmers, as 
the author claimed, but that it 
would increase their taxes. 
Speaker Thompson explained his 
bill in the Senate yesterday.
